(/P)—James Kiball Vardaman, for- 
mer governor of Mississippi and

At Kansas City. 


KANSAS CITY, June 26—UP}--In 


a suit for- triple damages of $30,- 
000,000 filed here today, the Grigsby- 
Grunow Co. of Chicago, radio set 
manufacturers, alleges the existence 
of a vast illegal pool of patents cre- 
ated in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 


The defendants named are the 
Radio Corporation of America, the 
Genera! Electric Co., the Westing- 
house Electric' & Manufacturing So., 
and others. 


James A. Reed, Kansas City, for- 


mer United' States senator 
from 


Missouri, and Ernest R. Reichman 
of Chicago, are attorneys for the 
complaining compar/y. 


Paid $6,000,000 Royalties. 


The petition charges that the de- 


fendant companies Illegally created 
the patent pool and thus illegally 
compelled payment of royalties in 
the sum of almost $6,000,000 by the 
Grigsby-Grunow Co. 


It sets forth that under the 


"tube clause" contained in 
the 


license agreement which the Chi- 
cago company received from the-de- 
fendants, it was compelled to buy 
radio tubes and was prevented from 
engaging in the.vacuum tube man- 
ufacturing business' until the clause 
was declared illegal by the United 
States District court of Delaware. 
On this account, the petition alleges, 
the company was damaged in the 
sum 
of 
approximately 
$3,000,000 


more? which, together with certain 
other damages, brings the total 
damages to $10,000,000. 


Three times this amount is asked 


because the Clayton act entitles a 
plaintiff in such cases to recover 
three-fold. 


The petition contains many of the 


allegations made in a petition filed 
by the United States government in 
the Federal court of Delaware on 
May 13, 1930, officials of the com- 
pany said in announcing the fiUng 
of the suit. That petition, they said, 
asked for dissolution of the'illegal 
combination which this petition also 
alleges.

Other charges made in the peti- 
tion are these: • 


That while the Chicago company 


was compelled to buy tubes from 
the Radio Corporation, the latter 
failed to deliver an adequate supply, 
although dealers and distributors 
selling radio receivers of the Radio 
Corporation r e c e i v e d sufficient 
tubes; 


Charge License Agreement. 


That the defendants entered into 


cross license agreements by virtue 
of which they allocated among 
'themselves exclusive rights in the 
radio and vacuum tube fields, not 
only under existing patents but all 
future patents; 


That they used "more than 4,000 
patents as a part of their common 
plan and design to unlawfully re- 
strain trade and commerce" and 


, have "collectively and in concert, 
/ and with a common understanding, 


and in co-operation ATith' each other 
threatened to sue and did sue manu- 
facturers, jobbers, dealers, distribu- 
tors and other sales agencies en- 
gaged in handling or selling radio 
receiving sets." 


It is also declared that, because of 
the vast organization and resources 
of "said conspirators," they were 
able to terrorize many persons and 
corporations not able to withstand 
the threatened process of litigation 
•wherefore they refused to deal with

The 
thunderbolts of war were witheld until he 
left the scene, but throughout his ad- 
ministration the sky was clouded with the 
ominous threatenmgs of storm 
"He had shared in the notable efforts 
to solve the problem of slavery by com- 
promise. His partners in these 
efforts 
were the ablest and most penetrating 
minus of his day, and it was largely by 
chance that his presidency coincided with 
the ultimate failure of these hopes. He 
was the last outstanding figure surviving 
of one of the most remarkable crops of 
men in our history, and it was his fate 
to represent them at the moment when 
they must yield to younger men repre- 
senting a more aggressive conception of 
the nation's duty. He played his part with. 
a dignity and courage that only now are 
receiving the recognition they deserve. 
Long a. Public Servant. 


"Mr. Buchanan served his country during 
a long and active life as a senator of 
prominence and as a diplomat. His first 
great diplomatic success was in negotiat- 
ing our first 
commercial treaty with 
Russia. He performed important services 
as ambassador to London 
As secretary of 
state under President Polk, he skillfully 
guided our position with respect to the 
Oregon' boundary and settled this delicate 
question advantageously and peacefully. 
Both as negotiator while ambassador and 
as director of policies while secretary of 
state. Mr. Buchanan established for him- 
self one of the most eminent reputations 
in these fields in all our history.

Unemployed in April 
Over Fourth of U. S. 


WASHINGTON, June . 


Unemployment figures issued by the 
census bureau today indicated that 
574647 persons were cut of work 
in April in territory comprising ap- 
proximately a fourth of the country, 
with an estimated population of 29,- 
264.480. 
, 
These were the first figures issued 


by the government as the result of 
the data of unemployment gathered 
during the present census. 
Secretary Lamont taid they indi- 
cated much less unemployment than 
was generally estimated. 
Those able to work and seeking 


work were listed as unemployed in 
the report, which included 756 coun- 
ties and 75 cities. 
Increase Since April.

MORE WORKERS IN 


STORES IN APRIL 
THAN A YEAR AGO 


WASHINGTON, June 28—</P>— 


Retail stores in the United States 
had a larger number of workers em- 
ployed during April this year than 
during the same month last year. 
This was the result of a preliminary 
tabulation of the returns for 44,000 
retail establishments, completed by 
the census bureau and reported to- 
day to Secretary of Commerce La- 
ment. In practically all other fields 
of inquiry it has 
been indicated 


that employment would oe found to 
be less this year than last. 


The total number 
of 
employes 


working during April in the 44,000 
establishments examined durinf the 
course of the department's census of 
retail distribution was 338.424, while 
during April last year 
the same 


group employed but 387,034 persons. 
The spring months were shown to 
be seasons of slack employment in 
retailing, for the enterprises listed 
in the survey had as many as 465,- 
265 employes last December, when 
holiday trade was running high, and 
as few as 384,236 during July, 1929.

"Japan's absorbing thought," he 
told the Rotanans, "is to put her 
financial and economic structure 
upon firmer ioundations, curtail- 
ing expenditure and seeking mar- 
kets overseas for her manufactures

by a policy of peace, good win and 
friendliness. 
As a natural corol- 
lary, she is in favor of any proposal 
which looks toward the advance- 
ment of international peace. 


"Like liberty, 
peace

'eternal vigilance' as its pnce. To 
the goal of peace there can be EO 
short cut. It is in this light we 
welcome the naval treaty of Lon- 
don, a result of three month's hard 
work by the delegates of the five 
powers concerned.

THIS COMPETITIVE WORLD. 


With the whirl of reapers and combines busy in 


the broad fields of his constituency, Governor Clyde 
Reed of Kansas has issued a fervent appeal to 
Chairman Legge of the federal farm board to do 
something. The harvest on, with wheat moving to 
market, and prices below actual cost of production, 
it is a seripus condition which confronts the Kansas 
farmers, Gove'rnor Reed says. 


The full extent of the problem is realized only when 


a careful analysis of Kansas agriculture is made. 
Kansas is the greatest wheat-producing state in the 
union. Her measure of supremacy is no less marked 
than Iowa's domination in the production of corn. 
Nebraska, second to Kansas in wheat, raises less than 
half as much. The estimates for 1930 put the Kan- 
sas crop at 136,000,000 bushels while that for Nebras- 
ka is computed at 60,000,000. Wheat is in fact the 
life blood of Kansas. Her other grata crops are in- 
consequential as compared to the wealth derived 
from wheat. The grave emergency which has in- 
spired Governor Reed's appeal to the farm board is 
another impressive and tragic lesson in the folly of 
a single crop. The blow would have been far less 
staggering with a greater diversification of agricul- 
tural effort. 


What can the farm board do to strengthen wheat 


'prices, if anything? 


Governor Reed suggests it should enter the market 


to purchase 25,000,000 bushels, or more, of the 1930 
crop to add to the 50,000,000 bushels which it is re- 
ported to now own. He would withhold that from 
the market for at least a year and possibly longer 
in the hope that its withdrawal would tend to reduce 
the surplus which is held accountable for depressed 
prices. Almosb from the day the farm board started 


^to buy wheat prices have dropped. The descent has 


been swift and dizzy. At the present levels if the 
board actually has 50,000,000 bushels of wheat, its 
losses run into the millions for the purchases were 
made on the basis of the pegged price of $1.18 a 
busheL 


• * • 


But even the most confirmed optimist must shake 


Iiis head at the suggestion the purchase of 25,000,000 
bushels -would exert any pronounced or permanent 
effect upon prices. Presumably it might temporarily 
nullify any glutting of the market at harvest time, 
•which has been one of the troubles of the wheat 
farmer. But if it did succeed in. lifting prices, it 
•would bring wheat which is being held back from 
1929, and the new crop flooding into the terminals 
until the condition might be aggravated. 


It should not be overlooked that for the last three 


years Europe has been a potent factor in wheat pro- 
duction. The 1929 crop was in excess of^that raised 
on the North American continent, amazing as the 
statement seems. After a cessation of production, 
due to the war, Europe is gradually producing a suf- 
ficient amount to satisfy her bread .needs. She no 
longer requires the quantities of wheat she was com- 
pelled to purchase and to that extent the competi- 
tion of her wheat fields is being reflected in the 
American market. In the case of wheat it should not 
be forgotten this is a competitive world. The grain 
can be grown in nearly every country and unlike corn, 
or rubber, or coffee, is not a restricted crop. 


On the face of that. d»e to the excellent prices re- 


ceived a year ago, Kansas greatly increased her 
wheat acreage, until the 
fields are more extensive 


than ever before in the history of the state with the 
sole exception of 1918. Sympathizing with the farmer 
in his plight, understanding the discouragements and 
desperation which overwhelm him at this time, it 
appears the wheat grower will get relief only when 
he helps himself by taking into account the condi- 
tions which control his industry. 


THE SYMPATHETIC LINDBERGH. 


Under the maze of the unprecedented popularity 


which Lindbergh attracted on his return to this 
country from his oceanic flight and which he has 
held despite the passage of years, his reclusiveness 
has tended to create a feeling that he is hard and 
cold, that he is not entirely human, but as machine- 
like !n his emotions as he was in his management of 
the Atlantic flight. 


Another side of the Lindbergh nature has been re- 


vealed as a result of the flight of the Southern Cross. 
He is reported to have been greatly concerned over 
weather conditions at the time the airmen hopped off 
from the British Isles. Reports Indicate that he put 
in call after call as to weather conditions, anxiously 
following the possibilities of success of their flight 
westward across the Atlantic. 


This was perhaps more nearly the real Lindbergh 


than that which he has been forced to show by the 
public abuse of his right to some privacy and some 
quiet rest. It is the sympathetic Lindbergh. It is the 
airman conscious of the dangers his fellows must 
meet. It is a human soul conscious of the difficul- 
ties of air pioneering, anxiously hoping for another 
courageous success, fearful of the loss at the hands 
of stronger elements, of two courageous hearts. 


It is unfortunate that excessive public attention 


forced the withdrawal of the real Lindbergh. There 
has been a tendency to feel that he is an unappre- 
ciative, self-centered, solo flier. The incidents re- 
volving around the flight of the Southern Cross again 
reveal him as he is, just a boy, an adventurous boy, 
asking no glory, unconscious that he is a sort of a 
genius, seeking no popularity, asking no favors except 
to be permitted to act as the private citizen that he 
considers himself.

CHILE'S NEW CRIMINAL CODE. 


While it is true that the great majority of the 


people of *he South American countries lack much 
of being as far advanced as those of our own con- 
tinent, there are at the heads of most of them at 
the present time, statesmen of real ability. They ar» 
men who will rank with those in similar positions to 
any country in the world, and are meeting with suc- 
cess in guiding their respective states toward higher 
planes, economically, intellectually and spiritually, be- 
cause they understand their own people and' the 
problems which confront them. 


Just at this time there is pending before the con- 


gress of Chile, one of the most advanced and pros- 
perous of the Latin-American republics, a criminal 
code which in many particulars might be taken* as a 
mod»« ;=r any country. In the first place, it abolishes 
the death penalty, and in the next place it requires 
that when a fine is levied it shall be fixed in accord- 
ance with the income and financial obligations of the 
convicted party. Indeterminate sentences are to de- 
pend upon Uie rcformabairy of the criminal in each 
speciflc case, and accomplices are held to the same 
accountability as the actual perpetrators. 


Th« emphasis throughout is placed on the preven- 


tion of crimes and not on the mere punishment there- 
for. Inasmuch as judges are allowed a wide range of 
action, men will be required for such posiUons who 
have real knowledge of psychology and penology, re- 
formation being as much of an object as tbe original 
prevention of crime, Ic connection with the code, 
prison reform of a sweeping nature is provided for, 
this not only omiteanplatSng the erection of a num- 
ber of modern prisons, but also the reorganization 
of prison procedure and administration along scien- 
tific lines.

THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


A school census enumerator offers a tribute to the 


citizenship of Lincoln. It has been her duty to call 
upon the homes of the community secure the names 
and ages of children of school age, and teport their 
attendance. Her work carried her into tbe homes of 
the humble as well as the rich. It took her to par- 
ents who were striving,, sacrificing to enable their 
children to remain in school. In every instance she 
says she found parents anxious and glad to co-operate 
with her. 


That is remarkable. 
Nebraska has a rigid school attendance law. It re- 


quires the boy to remain in school until he is sixteen 
years of age. Now there are hundreds of homes in 
Lincoln where the earnings of a strong, sturdy lad of 
15 years would be of material help in supplementing 
the slender purse of the family. Only a generation 
ago and the boy started to work when he was 12 to 14 
years of age, turned over what he could earn to his 
parents, and acquired a schooling as best he could. 
That was the education which hundreds of the men 
who are now engaged in business secured. When it » 
was impossible for them to earn anything then they 
had time and opportunity for books. 


The eagerness which parents reveal today to give 


their sons and daughters better educational oppor- 
tunities than they had is sufficient answer to those 
who decry that the home has vanished and that 
fathers and mothers are seeking to evade the re- 
sponsibilities of parenthood. 
In no city is it seen 


more impressively than in Lincoln. There is no bur- 
den too heavy for parents to carry in their desire 
to give their children a chance for education. We 
may properly differ whether that trait is a commend- 
able one, for a great many students hold to the view 
that too much emphasis is placed upon education and 
too little attention paid to hard work, but no one 
can dispute the inspiring example which it provides. 


It is indeed, remarkable, when a school census fails . 


to disclose isolated instances where parents seek to 
evade the attendance law in order that their chil- 
dren may work and add to the family's earnings. It

2. "When boiling vegetables, such 


as navy beans and greens, dues 
draining off the water (after boil- 
ing a few minutes) help them, or 
does this destroy the vitamins? I 
was taught that all vegetables 
should be drained before seasoning. 
"B." 


Ans. 
With few exceptions, all 


vegetables should be cooked in just 
sufficient water to keep them from 
sticking to the pot 
There should 


not be enough water after cooking. 
to drain off. Some of the mineral 
salts are dissolved in the water and 
so are lost if the water is thrown 
away. Vegetables should not be 
cooked to the mushy stage, not only 
on account of destroying the vita- 
mins. but because mushy foods 
give no exercise to the teeth and 
jaws, and prolonged boiling, espe- 
cially if uncovered, does destroy the 
vitamins. Baking soda, put in 
vegetables whfle cooking, to keep 
the color, does destroy the vita- 
mins, so this should not be done. 
It has long been a custom to 
par-boil dry beans, but I don't be- 
lieve even that is necessary. Spin- 
ach may be parboiled for a few 
moments and the water thrown out

6een "too olliciously ready "to inter- 
fere with the peace and happiness 
of local communities by undertak- 
ing too much local law enforce- 
ment." 
"Never will I be a party to black- 


ening the good name of my state 
or any city or community by any 
hysterical horseplay or masquerade 
oi law enforcement," he says. 
He favors inland waterways. He 
expresses syr pathy for the farmers 
but says he has no sure solution of 
their problem to offer, adding that 
"I am sure that all farmers have 
long since discovered that remedies 
offered by office seekers are pure 
buncombe. 
"I favor good roads, but I am not 


in favor of placing this whole bur- 
den on the automobile users of to- 
day. 
I am opposed to continuing 
the heavy license tax and adding 
thereto an additional tax greater 
than the gasoline tax." 
For Local Roads. 
' He urges the improvement of 
highways near the towns of the 
state rather than on through high- 
ways, explaining that he is not in 
favor of encouraging the wasteful 
and 
purposeless movements of 
masses of population involved in 
the present day vagabondage, until 
we have first done our duty in fie 
improvement of roads needed by 
our own people." 
"I am not in favor of tampering 


with the Eighteenth amendment or 
the Volstead law, end think we 
should further endeavor to make 
both the constitution and the law 
effective.'1 


"I am opposed to the United 


States entering the League of Na- 
tions by any of its doors," "he says. 
"I promise not to elect any dem- 


ocrats to office, except in those 
cases where the law requires it, or 
where a nonpartisan selection is 
contemplated by law, and in such 
cases, I will appoint republicans if 
I deem them better fitted and the 
committees of the communities con- 
cerned favor such action. My re- 
fusal to appoint democrats to office 
will make better democrats of them. 


Will Listen Lon?. 
"If nominated and elected, I 
promise that I will spend all my 
time during the term in perform- 
ing my duties as governor, and that 
I will not spend my time in a cam- 
paign for re-election. I will be a 
governor who will listen long to my 
constituents, and have little to say 
and much to do for them. Gov- 
ernors in the past have spent so 
much time away from the state 
house that they have not in one 
term been able to discover what the 
true functions of a state executive 
are. 


"If elected, I promise to do all in 
my power to bring Omaha back in- 
to the state of Nebraska and Ne- 
braska into the United States of 
America. I promise to establish 
cordial relations between the gov- 
ernor of the stats'of Nebraska and 
the president of the United States, 
and seek thereby to bring Nebraska 
back into the union for the benefit 
of all of us."

school and is a graduate of Nebras- 
ka Wesleyan university and the 
jikrvard law school. 


During the world war he served 
with the expeditionary forces in Si- 
beria and China, enlisting as a 
private and being promoted to the 
rank of major.

fore the natural gas ordinance can 
be submitted to a vote it must be 
considered again by the council. 
This can be done in a resolution. 
The resolution would state that the 
council reconsider the ordinance 
by the passage of an ordinance re- 
pealing the 
measure at 
issue. 
Should this be done, whole matter 
will drop there. 
Refusal by the 


council to approve the resolution 
will mean that the ordinance must 
be submitted to a vote. 
City Attorney Peterson stated to- 


day thatthe natural gas ordinance 
"does not commit the city council 
to 
anything in connection with 
rates, other than fixing a figure 
above which 
the price can never 
go." No matter how high the 
.wholesaler may fix his price, he 
added, this can never go above the 
price charged Omaha, and the local 
distributor 
cannot charge .more 
than the rates quoted in the fran- 
chise. 
This provision, according to Mr. 
Peterson, places the Lincoln distri- 
butor and consumer beyond the 
jurisdiction of either the state rail- 
way commission or the interstate 
commerce commissioni regardless of 
which may assume control over the 
pipe line company. 
In fixing the maximum that can 


be charged by the gas company, 
Mr. Peterson 
continued, the city 
also is given the authority to lower 
the rates whenever it is found they 
are too high. It also is possible to 
change the price ratios if these are 
considered out of proportion. 
"Under this provision," Mr. Peter- 


son stated, "If 75 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet is the proper price, as 
stated by T. S. Allen, attorney for 
those contesting the ordinance, if 
the council does not have the in- 
formation, all that Mr. Allen or his 
clients will have to do is show them 
their statements are correct and the 
schedule will be lowered to that 
figure."

spect of the school patrons, students 
and teachers before any effective 
publicity program can be carried 
out, he said. 


Proper Publicity. 


Much can be done through oral 


conversation and public talks by 
the instructor and the boys. 'The 
boys can tell the neighbors about 
their home projects. Local editors 
should be kept well informed re- 
garding the activities of the classes, 
particularly when many "of the ac- 
tivities are handled by ttie Future 
Farmer chapter, Lux believes. 


Co-operation and friendliness of 
the editors is more important than 
ability to .write finished news sto- 
ries, he said.
